TIN Mwi of tlwdMth Dr. of J. H 

Grady, which occurred at Quincy. III. 
Usti Tuesday momiag brought sorrow 
to mmf iMUls In this town, whora he 
resided for many years, practicing liis 
professioo. He was known to a large 
majority of the prawn people of 
Adair county, especially the heads of 
families, in whose homes he had prac- 
ticed, and the intelligence cf his de- 
mise will lie received with aonmr in 
ftll parts of the county. 

His death was sudden, though he 
taMi been to deriining health for some 
time. The evening before his death 
he ate a hearty supper, went to his 
room, tMnt hie dughtor that hefelt 
very much better. Some time before 
day he passed away. His position in 
bed, bis features, indieatinff that his 
passing was peaceful. 

Dr. Grady was a high gentleman, 
and his individuality marked him as a 
Ban who had opinions, and upon all 
iiuestions. political and social, they 
were unreservedly txpresiied: and those 
Who eoaldiwt ataU times agree with 
him honored and respected him for his 
true manliood. The cliances of losing 
a frieod did not deter him when pub- 
lic (juestions were bein^^ discussed and 
positions asked. He spoke his mind 
fearlessly and stood hitched when his 
opinions were once expressed. 

Wtien the Civil war came he es- 
poused the cause or the South, entered 
theCk>nfederataanBy, serving under 
Morgan, and was a gallant soldier un- 
til liostUities ceased. In death, lying

Tho phyaieianB of tho town aad 
county had the profoundest respect 
for Dr. Grady, aiMi in testimony of 
thrtr high esteem, marehed in sbody 
to the grave.

Mrs. S. A. McKay, at Whose home 
deatli came, Quincy Illinois. 

Soon after marriage he located at 
Albany, where he successfully prac- 
ticed until tie removed to Columbia, 
BBOfe than thirty- years ago. 

He was born and reared at Orady- 
viUe,the town Iiaving been named 
for Ills father, Capt. Wm, Grady, and 
i aeventy-one years old. 
His remains were shipped from lili- 
> to this place, arriving Thursday 
afternoon at G o'clock, stopping at the 
home of Miss Sallle Field, which is oc- 
cupied by Mr. Geo. 11. Nell and fam- 
fif. TUareeidsnee was the deeeased 
first home in Cohimbia-^ boarding with 
his uncle and studying medicine. 

TIraiBday night and Friday morning 
many friends called to view tlie re- 
mainsand to express their sympathy, 
to the daughter, Mrs. McKay. 

Tlte deoeasad was a zealous Mason, 
being a member of Columbia Lodge, 
No., 96. and Columbia Chapter. No., 
7, Boyal Arch Masons, these two bod- 
ies having charge of the remains after 
. reaching this place. 

Friday morning the ledge net in its 
hall, and after making the usual ap- 
pointments, marclied to ttia residence, 
took charge of the remains, and from 
thence moved to the Methodist church, 
the deceased being a member 
of that organization, and where a 
memorial service was held by the pas- 
tor. r,ev .1.

In my poiritry yard Is a walnui tree 

which commenced to grow there, a 
seedling, acout thirty years ago. It is 
now elghty-Dlne Indies in circumfer- 
ence at the stump, two feet from the 
ground, and its branches reach out 
many yerds In every dirsetlon. It is 
now a noble tree and bushels of wal- 
nuts grow on it, while its shade 
affords agratefal retreat for biddy 
and her flock during the hot summer 
days, and its limbs a roosting place 
for the older birds. 

I have very recently learned of an- 
other way in which it contributes to 
her pleasure as well as her prolit as au 
egg piodoeer, a faet whMi may be 
known to others, but it was not to 
me. Not until this spring did I learn 
whatabonanatl hadlu this tree as 
an e^g stimulator. 

Tlie walnuts of last falUAwere left 
upon the ground as they fell, save a 
few bushels, hulled, dried, and placed 
away for family consumption (Y) It 
did not occur to me to make provis- 
ion for biddy also by storing away a 
supply for her, but casually gathering 
a handf ull of the walnuts which had 
been left upon the ground, and break- 
ing them I discovered that they were 
uninjured by the winter's freezes and 
rains. The kemeto seemed fresh and 
well preserved. Whatever of protein 
and the other elements of food were 
in them earlier in the season, were in 
them still. I tasted them, and they 
still had tlie walnut taste— very pal- 
atable to a lover of walnuts. While I 
was making this examination and 
test, biddy stood by, apparently much 
interested in what I was doing. Stie 
aaM not a word evoi by a olnek, but 
she watched me with an intensity of 
interest I could, not fail to observe, 
and die said to me by her actions, if 
not by words, "I opine they are all 
right, suppose you divide with me." 

The appeal was not to be resisted. 
"AU right, old lady," said I, "if that 
is your wish you shall share in the 
treat, and with that I commenced 
eiaeklng them for h«r. In a little 
while others came, and then in a few 
moments my whole flock of Plymouth 
Book were around me scratehing, and 
pecking out the meat to their great 
editication. Even the old "setter" 
left the eggs which she had been 
nursing and came clucking as happy 
as a girl on her first automobile ride, 
to take part in the entertainment, 
and every doait seemed te.be a thank 
you. 

Tlie next day I took my seat again 
under ttie walnut, and without a call 

the whole chicken family gathered 
alMUt me. I cracked tlie walnuts for 
them, while they pecked and senltehed 
and sang, and thus it has gone on 
from day to day in the spirit of a 
genuine reciprocity, walnuts for eggs 
and eggs for walnuts. 

I think biddy has made up her 
mind tliat she will do no brooding 
wiiUe ttoejtreat eontinaes. I beoght 
a setting of tine eggs in anticipation 
of the event, and they are spoiling by 
the delay, but she declines to "set." 
She intimates that she can't "set" 
while the walnuts last. She can't 
"set" and "lay" at the same time, and, 
under the circumstances it is a phys- 
ical impossibility for tier to cease lay-

FROZEN WITH HEAT. 



irkablo Process Kn> 
Caloric Paradox. 
Freezing is usually associated with 
cold, bat water can be frozen on a red- 
bot plate. This pretty experiment has 
rli^iay been ealMI tiie catorle pafadoK. 

If a drop of water is placed on a red- 
hot or white hot metal plate it does 
not suddenly flash into steam under 
the influence of the great heat. It does, 
not even boil. It simply evaporates 
quietly and slowly as It rolls about the 
plate. Now. suppose Uiat the drop oa 
the plate Is a volallle ttqald Ilk* anl- 
phurous acid. It will evaporate, and 
this evaporation will produce cold. Let 
a drop of water fall in the sulphurous 
add drop and it will be tmea in spite 
•f the beat 

M. Boutigny thus froze water on a 
white hot platinum capsnia Faraday 
cbrM this remarkaUe experiment 
even further. Pouring some ether and 
solidified carbonic acid gas on a red- 
hot platinum capsule, he formed a 
spheroidal mass which evaporated very 
tfowly. He then b ro u g h t some mer- 
cury Into contact with it. and this was 
Instantly frozen. Now. mercury re- 
quires a temperature of 40 degrees be- 
low zero to solidify it, and hsM it 
frozen on retfhot platinum.
